Officials with the State Treasurer’s Office assume no fiscal impact to their agency.

Officials with the Department of Natural Resources (DNR) assume the proposal adds 260.963
RSMo extending the expiration date to August 28, 2012 resulting in no additional fiscal impact
for DNR.

The proposal to extend the expiration date of the Drycleaner Program will generate about
$700,000 annually into the Drycleaner Environmental Response Trust Fund.  DNR assumes the
revenue will be used to fund continued investigation, assessment and remediation of releases of
solvents from drycleaning facilities.
